‘‘(1) the disclosure is within the scope of the of-9

ficial duties of the officer or employee; 10

‘‘(2) the disclosure is solely to enable the litiga-11

tion support contractor to perform the services re-12

quired under its contract with the Government; and 13

‘‘(3) the litigation support contractor has exe-14

cuted an agreement with the Department prohibiting 15

disclosure or use of the information except as au-16

thorized pursuant to its contract, the violation of 17

which is itself a basis for the Government to exercise 18

its right to terminate the contract. 19
